When the former 1 Cavalry Brigade, which had escaped from sianchuria and 
made its way to Suiyuan rrovince, attempted to move to Ninghsia, it was 
pursusa aad atterked by the forces under the command of TUNG Ch'i-wu, and 
suffered more than a hundred casualties .**** 


When it reached Ninghsia, it 
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maintained close liaison with the Autonomous Kongolian Govarnmment, but was 
obliged to remain in winghsia to rehabilitate its troops. Its high morale 
and the story of its exploits were reported by the Ninghsia authorities to 
Northwest military and Folitical ueadquarters, with the result: that the 
unit was incorporated into the singhsia-Shensi Bandit Suppression army.

Commanders of the 2 and 3 Brigades had not been announced in early September 
1949. 


On 8 September the SNBRBSH launched an attack against tha Chinese Comnunists, 
and recaptured Yenchih (107-24, 37-45) on 12 September 1949. Before the 
attack, Suhebagator aniocunced his determination never to surrender to the 
Communists, and to maintain closes contact with the Mongolian Autonomous 
Government,
